Rescuers began digging in the 


debris •\yithin a few minutes after 
the accident happened, but early 
this evennig they held little hope 
that the general would be brought 
out alive. 


First reports had indicated that it 


was the historic to\ver, Cmq-Mars 
la Pile, which had collapsed or that 
it was the general's own" villa.

occurred.

If the first session of the city 


council under the regime of Mayor 
Zehrung Is any indication of what 
is to follow, members said Monday, 
then the next two years are to be 
full of fireworks.

Lincoln Traction Co. is necessary, 
and closed with a threat that the 
council would be mandamused if a 
certain corporation was not ar- 
rested within fifteen minutes. A 
charge of unfairness againtt the 
zoning board of appeals and a plea 
by representatives of labor that the 
city erect the new city buildings 
•at Tenth and Q streets itself to save 
"undercover profits," also enlivened 
the meeting. 


The fireworks started with the 
reading of an opinion by F. A. 
Peterson, city attorney, advising a 
reorganization of the Lincoln Trac- 
tion Co., for the purpose of making 
rates. The council decided to folr 
low the advice, and a conference 
between the members and repre- 
sentatives of the company will be 
sought at once. If the utility de- 
clines to agre to a re-organization, 
suit to force it will be started, 
Mayor Zehrung asserted. 
Threatens Suit. 
The real action of the council 


came in connection with the man- 
damus threat. The routine had been 
completed. Mayor Zehrung turned 
to the crowd that filled the council 
chamber and asked whether any- 
one wished to address the commis- 
sioners. Walter M. Herbert, an at- 
torney living at 3111 Orchard street, 
stepped forward and after charging 
"some city official" with "ridiculous 
actions," 
delicered his mandamus 
ultimatum. 


The members of the council were 
dumbfounded. They did not know 
what he was talking about. He ex- 
plained that a cement products cor- 
poration had violated the zoning 
ordinance near Thirty-second and 
Apple streets 365 times during the 
year. An industrial business has 
been operated there on residential 
property, he declared, demanding a 
warrant for the arrest of the officers 
•with a view to their being fined for 
each alleged violation. He also 
demanded that steps be taken to 
get rid of the business,' which is 
operated as the Tri-State Cement 
Products Co. 
"Bluff Says Schroeder. 
"I don't know what you are talk- 
ing about," Commissioner Schroeder 
head of the water and light depart- 
ment, declared. "Nothing like this 
has ever been before the council. I 
never heard anything about it." Al- 
most choking with indignation, he 
added: "I think this IB cheap 
bluff." 
Herbert then declared that the 
cement plant is a menace io the 
health of the community, and is de- 
preciating property values there. "I 
object to it," he declared in answer 
to a Query, "because our family 
physician declares that the illness 
of my Ittle child might be due to 
the air being filled with the ce- 
ment."

Mayor Zehrung promised that the 
charges •would be investigated Tues- 
day, and Herbert agreed to wait 
twenty-four hours before pressing 
his suit. 
An application for a reclassifica- 
tlon of the property involved in the 
controversy, is pending before the 
Koning board of appeals. 
P. A. Bennett, owner of property 
at Seventeenth and Sumner streets, 
appealed to the council from a de- 
cis'jon of the zoning board, denying 
him a reclassi/ication of his prop- 
erty there. According to Bennett,

WASHINGTON. May 19—(AP)— 


The administration is trying toi 
erect a blockade on the path to 
lower wages. 
Through Secretary of Labor Doak 
it has notified workers and employ- 
ers alike that any general efforts 
to reduce pay should be a violation 
of the agreement reached between 
labor and industry in the 1929 con- 
ference called by President Hoover. 
The secretary said yesterday there 
had been no revocation of that 
agreement to maintain wage levels 
despite the depression. He- added 
that general reductions would be a 
violation of confidence and would 
permit employes to demand more 
money although they had decided 
to abide by present pay scales. 
Respond "Fairly Well." 


Doak said he believed pay slashes 
shown In recent compilations by his 
department could bi attributed to 
the smaller business>i. The larger 
industries have not reduced but are 
responding "fairly well" to insis- 
tence that the level be maintained, 
he asserted. 
The secretary had not been told 


officially about the statement of 
President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor that 
workers would be justified in strik- 
ing to-forestall wage cuts. Nor did 
Doak discuss the announcement by 
the executive council of the feaera- 
tion that certain bankers and in- 
dustrialists were planning 
general 


reductions. 
Railways To Retain Scale. 
^-Doak said he had heard uncon- 
firmed reports of general wage de- 
creases, although major railroads 
assured him they contemplated no 
sweeping changes. 
While the cabinet member was 
making his statement, Fred C. Crox- 
ton. acting chairman of the presi- 
dent's emergency committee for em- 
ployment, held Green's warning did 
not presage widespread labor diffi- 
culties. He did predict, however,- ad-, 
ditaonal labor disturbances if the 
depression continued.

For that reason, among others, 


iho Supreme court found defective 
the California red flag law under 
which Yelta Stromberg, a native 
American of 
Russian 
parentage, 
was convicted. The decision yes- 
terday sent the case back to the 
state court. 


The woman was prosecuted be- 
cause children at a camp to wruch 
she was attached were assembled 
each morning to salute the Kussian 
soviet flag and promise allegiance 
to it.

Free Discussion Upheld. 


The California law prohibits the 
display of a red flag or any othei 
dpvice In a public place as a sign 
of "opposition to organized govern- 
ment or as an invitation or stim- 
ulus to anarchistic action or as an 
aid to propaganda that is of a 
seditious character" 


Chief Justic? Hughes' opinion said 
"the maintenance of an opportun- 
ity for free political discussion to 
the end that government may be 
responsive to the mil of the peo- 
ple and that changes may be ob- 
tained by lawful means, an oppor- 
tunity .essential to the secuiity of 
the republic, Is a fundamental 
principle of our constitutional sys- 
tem." 


A review of the case against Miss 
Stromberg, the chief justice said, 
did not disclose whether she had 
been found guilty of "opposition to 
organized government"' alone or 
"anarchistic action" or engaging in 
"propaganda that is of seditious 
character" as well. 


Repugnant to Liberty. 


Since the statute is "so vague 


and indefinite as to permit the 
punishment of the fair use of the 
opportunity to oppose organized 
government," 
Hughes held, it is 


"repugnant to the guaranty of lib- 
erty contained in the Fourteenth 
amendment."

ADVOCATES LIMIT 


OF 800 INMATES 


TO ONE PRISON 


DENVER, May 19—a. N. s.) 
Half the inmates in county jails 
throughout the country are there' 
awaiting trial and us such are 
guests, no prisoners, Rev. Charles 
N. Lathrop of New York, told mem- 
bers of the congregation ol St. 
Johns Episcopal church here re- 
cently. 


Reverend Lathrop, who is secre- 
tary of tne Episcopal national so- 
cial service, gave his listeners a 
great deal to think about on the 
matter of prison reform, a subject 
In which he has had a lifelong in- 
terest, and one which has assumed 
a position of paramount importance 
in Colorado since the riots in the 
state penitentiary at Canon City in 
October, 1929. 


"Colorado should not Incarcerate 
Its more than 1,000 long-term con- 
victs within the walls of one peni- 
tentiary," Rev. Mr. Lathrop said. "A 
limit of 800 prisoners should 
be 
placed in one prison." 
Rev. Mr. Lathrop told his listeners 
he had become Interested in prison 
reform through an uncle who was 
at one time warden of San Quentin 
prison in California. 


Kontine Impersonal 
Speaking on the subject of the" 
number of prisoners in one insti- 
tution Rev. Mr. Lathrop pointed out 
that when more than 800 are im- 
prisoned in the same prison the 
routine becomes as impersonal as 
army discipline. Different kinds of 
convicts, he said, should be segre- 
gated according to their dependab- 
ility and character. The work of the 
psychiatrist is of equal importance 
•with that of the doctor in providing 
lor the welfare of convicted crim- 
inals. 


"Understand," he said, "I am not 
trying to make a prison term a holi- 
day. I merely am interested in any 
system that would prove remedial 
to morally sick men." 


Convicts should be made to work. 
Reverend Lathrop believes, but not 
•without wages. Out of these wages 
he should pay lor his board and 
room, even though these things are 
compulsory. 
The amount earned 


above this amount should go towards 
providing for his family or to the 
convict's credit in a fund which he 
can •withdraw en leaving the prison. 
"The objection that convicts were 
competing with outside labor, could 
be met by having them produce only 
goods needed by the penitentiary." 
he said. "Every penitential? should 
hare a large enough farm or fanes 
to supply it with farm producJs." 
Classes along practical and cul- 
tural lines were recommended for 
prisoners. 


"Many of the prisoners would lite 
to continue where they left ofl in 
school.- he explained. 
"A large 
number should study leading and 
•wrJtinB. Craftsmanship ought to be 
taw$ht to those that want It. <U- 
thouch they wffl flnd foEowing a 
wade cr craft In the competition of 
pc ontside world much harder than 
in a prison."

Delivering the principal address at 
the launching of Germany's new 
cruiser Deutschland, the chancellor 
said, "Germany can with absolute 
right and quite seriously say that 
she has not neglected conscientious- 
ly to fulfill the disarmament obli- 
gations imposed upon her by the 
treaties. 
"If ever a hope of humanity is to 
arise out of these treaties we expect 
that our disarming shall be followed 
by others. It is natural we should do 
our best to guarantee our people 
that little safety which the treaties 
leave us, and this too is in the in- 
terests of Europe and the world. 
"In this solemn hour we hold out 
our hands most sincerely to those 
who concede rights equal to those 
they themselves enjoy."

GENEVA— (IP) — Drawing data 


from authorities In all parts of the 
globe, the League or aNtlons Is seek- 
ing to solve the riddle of prevailing 
worldwide economic Ills. 
American cooperation Is coming 
chiefly through A. W. Shaw and 
Edward Eyre Hunt, both of Chicago, 
president and secretary of President 
Hoover's economic survey commis- 
sion. 
This business study is being made 


by the league's economic organiza- 
tion, which is under instruction to 
examine "the course and phases of 
the present depression and the cir- 
cumstances which led up' to It." 
Results will be reported to the 
league assembly in September.

Re- 
percussion on the national economic 
situation of the depression in other 
countries; monetary factors, stock 
exchange development, situation of 
capital market, volume of construc- 
tion. 


5. Prospects; factors affecting the 
future economic development. 
It is scarcely hoped that this vast 
research will give remedial results 
for the present crisis; it is .hoped 
rather that knowledge thus organ- 
ized will be valuable in preventing 
a recurrence of the existing grave 
situation throughout the world. 
At the headquarters of this move- 
ment, a staff of experts Is busy sift- 
ing, compiling and comparing the 


data which are flowing in to them 
from every important Industrial and 
agricultural 
community in 
the 


world. 


Assisting this staff are the repre- 
sentatives of official and private 
research institutions in many coun- 
tries who assemble in Geneva for 
period discussions of their tremen- 
dous £ask.

Planning Co-operative 


Qardening This Summer 


Council Agrees to Help Find Vacant Lots; Products 


Will Be Distributed Next Winter According 


To Amount of Work Done. 


Lincoln men and 
women who 


wore unemployed during the past 
winter have taken steps to the end 
that they will at least have food 
next winter should there be another 
protracted period of depression and 
lack of work. They have organ- 
ized a civic club and propose to go 
into gardening on a large scale. 
Men and women who have a few 
days a week when they are not 


working will care for the gardens 
and as pay, next winter wW receive 
food and other kinds of supplies. 


The plan of the organization is to 


issue "working checks" for every 
day a man or woman, may work in 
the gardens. In the fall the sup- 
plies will be gathered and stored 
at a place to be selected. When 
the summer's earnings have been 
exhausted the holders of "worknig 


checks" can redeem them in either 
vegetables, clothing, shoes or otner 
needful articles. 


The greatest difficulty that is 


being experienced now. according 
to H. S Holmes, president of the 
league, is in getting lots on which 
to raise the gardens. A few have 
been secured he said, but more are 
needed. 


After making an appeal to the 


city council Monday, the plan was 
approved by the members, and John 
Wright, head of the street depart- 
ment volunteered to furnish a list 
of every vacant lot in the city where 
weeds were cut by the city last sum- 
mer, and the cost assessed against 
the property. 


Mayor Zehrung also promised his 


active support to the plan. "This is 
a fine move," he dclared. "It should 
have the support of thinking peo- 
ple. It deserves success as it is a 
step in the light direction, and in- 
dicates that Lincoln people are 
leady and more than willing to 
work out their own salvation, rath- 
er than become objects of charity. 


I hope," he added, "people who have 
lots that tire not bcine used, will 
let the club use them. They will 
thereby aid a worthy mo\c. and n 
the same time help in keeping the 
city clean"

THE SHADOW OF JOHN BULL. 


Even before the World war, Great Britain had a 


permanent problem of ' unemployment. When the 
British armies entered the field, and every man of 
fighting age was drafted for service in the military 
establishment, there was a temporary relief, and it 
became necessary to call upon women to work in the 
factories and to fill other positions. 


But with the close of the war, Great Britain imme- 


diately was brought face to face with unemployment. 
It has been growing worse steadily, owing to some of 
the extremely foolish steps which the British' govern- 
ment adopted in the hope of "relieving conditions." 
Among them was the establishment of the "dole sys- 
tem." The British expenditures under the dole have 
grown to enormous figures, and hundreds of thou- 
sands have come to depend upon charity as a means 


4 of livelihood. 


In his latest discussion of the economic problem 


In America, Dr. Benjamin M. Anderson, the renowned 
economist of the Chase National bank of New York 
City, speaking before the Maryland Bankers' asso- 
ciation, assigns a different reason for Britain's 
troubles than those so commonly advanced. The 
British have never been strong for the competitive 
system in business and industry, in marked contrast 
to the United States. 


It as startling, however, when the representative 


of one of the largest banks in New York City comes 
out-In strong defense of the Sherman anti-trust act, 
which is under fire in business circles in the United 
States today. Dr. Anderson says: 


"The Sherman law needs modification. It ought 
not to apply at all to the railroads or public utilities 
where public regulation of rates and service exists. It 
needs modification as applied to r,aw material pro- 
duction in fields where rapidly perishable and irre- 
placeable natural resources are involved, notably oil 
and natural gas. And there are other laws regarding 
the exploitation of oil fields, which compel an appal- 
line waste in the extraction of the irreplaceable oil 
resources of the country, and increase the cost of such 
extracton, forcing great losses upon the producers 
and irreparable robbery of future generations of re- 
soures which they will need. 
"But the modification of the Sherman law to meet 
these special cases ought not to sacrifice the princi- 
ple ol competition as the only safe regulating force in 
the general field of industry. My concern here is 
less with the protection of consumers from prices that 
are too high, though this is important, than with 
avoiding deadlocks in the industrial process that come 
from a loss of flexibility in prices. Price fixing com-, 
Dines ana quota agreements, though they may tem- 
porarily bring profits and a sense of security to par- 
ticular industries, in the long run are the enemies 
even of profits, since they nrolong periods of depres- 
sion and prevent necessary readjustments, and spoil 
the all-important price mechanism, the function of 
which is to protect and restore industrial equilibrium 
England s greatest weakness in the the present situa- 
tion is her loss of flexibility in prices, wages and 
°th|;r causes of this kind. She would be better off 
H she had a Sherman law." 


If Mr. Anderson succeeds in selling- American busi- 


ness men on that economic principle, he will have 
accomplished a great deal of good. The trend has 
been in. the opposite direction, with the tacit encour- 
agement and approval of President Hoover and be- 
fore him, Calvin Coolidge. We have in fact had the 
British plan of business and industry very much be- 
fore us in recent years. It is a direct denial of the 
competitive system which America grew up under 
Europe, with her hopelessness and futility which ex- 
ists among millions who generation after generation 
saw no opportunity to improve their estate, may have 
H?^, r M fOT "' But the t7nited states- strongly In- 
dividualistic, encouraging initiative and enterprise is 
not adapted to it, without sweeping changes in her 
social structure. 


Mr. Hoover's inability to understand the peculiar 


character of American business may be understood 
when it is recalled that most of his business experi- 
ence came while in the employ of British industry 
His organization and engineering services were largelv 
W^T^",, *?* raPital- He "^d-the sa«e 
Idea into the department of Commerce when he be- 
came he?, of it.

GAS TAX MONEY FOR ONE PURPOSE. 


In defeating a proposal to take about $7,000,000 from 


this year's gasoline tax revenue and use It for other 
purposes than constructing and maintaining high- 
ways, the Michigan legislature rendered a notable 
service toxthe motoring public everywhere as well as 
to Its own automobile Industry. 


The state government of Michigan Is sorely pressed 


for funds, as the result of too lavish spending in the 
past, while the taxpayers are demanding relief from 
some of their burdens. This situation led Governor 
Brucker and a number of legislative leaders to favor 
switching a portion of the gas tax money "tempo- 
rarily" for general administrative use. A bill allow- 
ing this to be done actually passed the house; but 
ihe senate turned it down. 


On the other hand, both branches joined in passing 


a. malt tax bill which the governor vetoed, and later 
repassed it over his head. About $2,000,000 a year is 
xpected to conic into the state treasury from that 
source. 


Nebraska has so far rejected all such schemes and 


is better off. Special' taxation, under whatever pre- 
iext it may be levied, usually turns out to be just 
another way of separating the citizen from his money. 
It seldom results in the lightening of his regular taxes 
and the only effect is to give the fellows in office 
more money to spend on non-essenttals. 


In most states the proceeds of gasoline tax and mo- 


tor vehicle licenses are reserved exclusively for high- 
way improvement and maintenance. That is as it 
should be. Those taxes were originally imposed for 
the sole and particular purpose of raising revenue to 
build modern roads and keep them in condition. The 
people accepted them without protest on that under- 
standing. To divert the money in any other direction 
would be a rank breach of faith. 


Just because this money comes a little easier, and 


with less complaint from the public, than that paid as 
direct property taxes, politicians look upon it envi- 
ously in connection with their pet projects. Good 


ds advocates have found It necessary to be con- 


stantly on guard against propositions to slice off por- 
;ions of the gas tax and motor vehicle license receipts 
to support 'activities having no relation to highways 
or their use. 


If Michigan, or any othei; state, derives more money 


from these sources than it needs to keep up its higri7 
ways, the proper thing to do would be to relieve mo- 
torists (which means virtually everybody) of part of 
the specialises they are paying. If the money Is 
actually needed for good roads, it should not be used 
in any other way. 


THE JOB HUNTER. 


Secretary Wilbur advises that Alaska is no place for 


the job hunter. The person going there, he says, 
should go with enough money to tide him over "until 
his earning power is established. 


When he says that Alaska is no place for the job 


hunter, he might well substitute any state or any 
locality of the country. 


America today has too many job hunters, too few 


job makers. 


The whole philosophy of economics of the average 


American has made a complete reversal in the last 
quarter century. All men used to look forward to the 
time when they could have a business of their own. 
Today, most men hope only for a job. 


The concentrations and consolidations of industry 


have had their effect. The larger amount of capital 
necessary to start in any sort of business today and 
the larger overhead costs necessary have made it more 
difficult to open new businesses. 


But there is more than just an increased difficulty. 


There has been a fundamental shift in thought. The 
early American individualist grew up with the thought 
ever uppermost of going out for himself. Today, the 
schools of the country are pouring forth students 
whose concern is "getting" a job, rarely "making" a 
job. 


If America is to solve its problems of depression, it 


must revive the spirit of job making, that courageous 
initiative which sees the need of the public for a new 
service, a new product, and- sets out to supply that 
need. 


THE FIVE WISE MEN. 


Five citizens of'Toronto, Canada, probably are con- 


gratulating themselves today on their intelligence at 
buying five dollar gold pieces for half price. Thou- 
sands who had the opportunity to buy these gold 
pieces, but passed it by, presumably are 
lacking 


themselves for overlooking the chance to make a lit- 
tle easy money. 


It took more than an hour to sell these gold pieces. 


The spieler stood on a downtown street and tried to 
peddle his five gold pieces in the usual street mer- 
chant style, "Ladies and gentlemen: Step up and get 
a five dollar gold piece for two dollars and a half.

I am a young: man and want to 


become a good newspaper reporter. 
How can I do it? 


- ANSWER. 
By making yourself a channel for 
all interesting news. It matters not 
what you report, whether people, 
events, ^incidents, allusions, a mas- 
sacre or a prayer meeting. Every- 
thing should be grist for the repor- 
torial mill. That first class journal- 
ist, C. N. Williamson , of London, 
England, was commissioned to write 
a series of articles for a new pe- 
riodical about to be published for 
the first time. He began his assign- 
ment with his honeymoon, only to 
find on his arrival in Italy that the 
periodical was discarded and his 
articles returned. His wife at once 
proposed that they should weave 
them them into a book called "The 
Lightning Conductor." This they did, 
the work had a wide sale, and was 
the first of many remunerative vol- 
umes which he and his wife have 
written as co-authors. 


Not every reporter has their adapt- 
ability, but as a news gatherer he 
must be ready to try his hand on an 
immense variety of matters. A keen 
nose for what attracts attention, to- 
gether with the practiced ability to 
sift the grain from the chaff, and 
enthusiasm for its absolutely accur- 


ate presentation, are other essentials 
which your experience will confirm. 
Do not be misled by surface ap- 
pearances, nor fail to remember that 
human nature has a fine and in- 
inspiring side. You will often see -it 
at its worst, since the appetite for 
the abnormal and the vicious is 
voracious today, and under present 
conditions you must feed it or pass 
out. But do not allow it to wreck 
your faith in vour fellow men, the 
large majority of whom are as gen- 
erous and helpful as you are at your 
best. Thus you will avoid that pit of 
cynicism in which too many press 
men wallow as its victims. Few per- 
verted people are more completely 
useless to God and man than the 
cvnic. 
Never attempt to be merely smart, 
unless you have no desire to rise 
from the ranks of mediocre journal- 
ism. Repress flouts, jibes and sneers. 
Yet, when you encounter hardened 
or brutal wrongs and wrongdoers, 
hand it to them without fear or 
favor. Cultivate the manner which 
disarms opposition in those you in- 
terview and guard their interests as 
jealously as you do your own. There 
is a strange fascination about the 
profession you have adopted. It en- 
gages very many worthy men and 
women. Its openings are almost as 
measurable as its obligations, and\its 
influence for good or evil is incal- 
culable.

When the roses bloom again, 
Jessie, dear, there will be a number 
of unfortunates with runny noses 
and itching eyes, who will curse the 


roses loud as 
well as deep.

do with spring 
hay fever or 
seasonal catarrh. 
For most vic- 
tims the attack 
begins the last 
of May or the 
first of June 
and 
sometimes 
part of July.

year ago, statistics released by the 
-County Treasurer Albers Tuesday 
reveal. The county treasurer points 
out that the registration figures are 
always a fairly reliable barometer 
by which the general trend of con 
ditions may be measured. 


On May 1, 1930 the treasurer's of 


fice had recorded 30,479 registration 
as compared to 30,877 on May 1 
1931. Collections from these regis 
tratlons on the designated date a 
year ago amounted to $254,901.16 
This year on the first day of thi 
fifth month the collections stood a 
$255,990. 


This increase of 400 registrations 
and added revenue of $1,000 is par 
ticularly noteworthy since man} 
counties in states other than Ne^ 
braska are reporting decreased reg 
istration for 1931. Most Nebraska 
counties, like Lancaster, are hold- 
ing their own or showing an in- 
crease. 


Collections in Lancaster county 
got off to a slow start this year be- 
cause registration forms were de- 
layed in reaching the treasurers' of- 
fice. Only $7,944 was taken into this 
office on registration 
collections 
prior to the first of this year on 
1931 plates whereas collections o: 
$20,085.24 were made on 1930 plates 
prior to the first of that year. 
In January, 1931, collection 
of 


$69,249 was made as compared to 
$66,48001 during the same month 
last year. In February, always the 
biggest month for automobile regis- 
tration in this county, $142,835 was 
collected this year whereas only 
$129,354.41 had been taken in dur- 
ing the second month of 1930. 


In March, 1931 the collections 
amounting to $25,855 were slightly 
below collections of $28,80325 
for 


March, 1930. The figures for April 
of both years are approximately the 
same, those of 1930 being $10,178 25 
and those for this year amounting 
to $10,007.

LIFTED IN MADRID 
MADRID, May 19—(^—Spain's 
Capital revelled in freedom from 
martial law today for the first time

"We see no possibility." he said 
"of a satisfactory solution of the 
world wheat problem which does 
not include, as the most important 
single element, curtailment of pro- 
duction In exporting countries, in- 
dividually and as a whole, until a 
better adjustment between supply 
and disposition can be effected, anc 
restraint upon fresh expansion of 


" production thereafter." 
Urges Expand Consumption. 


As a material aid toward relieving 


over-burdened markets, McKelvie 
urged every possible means of con- 
sumption expansion and suggested 
abolition by European importing 
countries of their protective traiffs 
milling regulations and preferential 
prices for domestic w^eat. 
"Apart from such extraordinary 


intervention in the wheat market 
as was felt justified during the past 
year," he said, "the effect of mar- 
keting methods on the level of wheat 
prices can easily be exaggerated. It 
would be folly to assume that the 
solution of the world wheat crisis 
can be found in marketing chan- 
nels. At best they can alleviate, they 
cannot cure, a serious situation. 
When supplies are patently exces- 
sive, in agriculture as well as indus- 
try, nothing short of an adjustment 
of production will serve to correct 
the difficulty at its source." 


Warns Against Dumping. 
The former Nebraska governor, 
saying the farm board does not in- 
tend to authorize throwing upon 
foreign markets the large stocks of 
wheat held by the grain stabiliza- 
tion corporation, warned against 
dumping. 


"As we see it," he said, "exporting 
countries which set about increasing 
wheat acreage and exports, in the 
(face of the situation that exists and 
"has existed in the past year, are 
unintentionally defeating their own 
aims and injuring their own grow- 
ers, as well as insuring the continu- 
ance of low prices f&r other export- 
Ing countries. We see no prospect 
'that export bounties or wholesale 
dumping into the export market, in 
. such a situation as the present, will 
"result advantageously to the export- 
ing country concerned. Persistent 
selling below cost by governments 
is just as disastrous as selling below 
cost by wheat growers. 


No Magical Relief. 


"We have come here primarily 
because we would leave no stone 
-unturned to accelerate sound recov- 
ery from the severe agricultural 
depression that has gripped our 
-country and others. We enter the 
conference alert to consider all sug- 
gestions that may yield practical aid 
in coping with the world wheat 
problem; yet we have no expecta- 
tion that any grand magical scheme 
can be found to solve it simply and 
easily, 
; "Whatever specific results may or 
may not come from this conference, 
it will be of great value If the rep- 
resentatives from the wheat export- 
ing countries 
agreement on can 
the 
•*ome to 
an. 
causes of the 
severe depression in wheat prices, 
and the broad lines of policy which 
the situation readers appropriate in 
each of these countries. If we can 
arrive at a common understanding 
.of the problem and -ts causes and 
•certain ways by which it must be 
.met, this conference will have 
^achieved a signal step forward." 
" 
Two Courses of Action. 
. When abnormal surpluses have 
^accumulated and current produc- 
«tion is ample for all requirements 
•ne said, two courses of action are 
:tadiiated: Consumption must be 
..expanded and production must be 
'limited, 
' "Neither course alone will suf- 
fice, ' lie said. "Both must be tak- 
;en. 
Neither in industry nor in 


^agriculture is curtailment of pro- 
;duction popular; it is merelv an ab- 
solute necessity, under given condi- 
tions, and will be forced by the 
ruthless working of economic law 
.unless men and governments work 
Jin harmony with that law and 
-thereby reduce the strain of its op- 
leration." 
- A s for increasing consumption. 
;McKeWe saw the taek difficult, but 
not "hopeless."

the matter of the differences which de-

"In talking over the matter with Lieu- 
tenant Governor Metcalfs, we realized that 
no one had authority to officially call a 
conference or to designate the personnel 
of such committee. I expressed a desire 
to have the benefit of receiving any in- 
formation from any member of the legis- 
lature, regardless of party affiliation, who 
had » personal or detailed knowledge of 
the actual needs of any particular spend- 
ing agency o£ the state 
Making He-Cheek. 
"In addition to the personal knowledge 
which I have of the spending agencies as 
the result of my former responsibilities as 
chief executive of the state and the study 
that I made during the time I was pre- 
paring my budget, the first of the year, I 
am again chec&ing and re-checfclng the 
possible needs of the various state activi- 
ties for which it is necessary to provide 
funds by taxation. 
"While I have been hearing from many 
members of the legislature as to' the fi- 
nancial conditions in their respective dis- 
li^U, throughout the state and as to the 
views of the constituents of the various 
members, Lieutenant Governor Metcalfe 
and myself decided that it might be well, 
and I assured him that it would be. a 
favor to me, if each and every member of 
the legislature would send to me at his 
earliest convenience any suggestions that 
might occur to him based on his personal 
knowledge of facts relative to the finan- 
cial needs of any spending agency, school 
of learning or institution, as compared 
with the budget figures irhich I submitted 
to the legislature, as I was required to 
do by the constitution, setting forth what, 
in my judgment, would be fair 
and 
equitable amounts to be spent by the etate 
during the next two years. 


Determine Actul Need*. 


"The 
question for the governor and th 
legislature to decide is not what amoun 
some city or town might want appropri 
ated in order to have money spent 1 
their respective communities to promot 
business, or what some private or semi 
etate institution might desire to be per 
mitted to spend .to promote entertain 
menu, exhibits or to advertise the state' 
resources; but it Is for us to determin 
this year what amount and what amoun 
oniy it actually needed to promote ant 
'protect the welfare of the people of our 
state which oar state is officially obligate 
by lav to care for. 
"In determining how much state tax 
that It is necessary to levy this year an 
next year the matter should not be con 
sidered from a partisan standpoint. It 1 
remarkable. 
however, that the entir 


membership of the legislature which af 
filiates •with the republican party. Witt 
the exception of five or six members, wer 
in favor of levying a tax which wouli 
amount to an average of 20 per cent mor 
than the amount which the members o 
the legislature which affiliate with th 
democratic party, with the exception o 
Tour or five, would consent to be raised bj 
taxation for the needs of the state durin:

'If the views of the majority of th

PILLAGE CHINA 


3Vo Provinces Being De- 


populated as People 


Flee to Safety. 


Government Offers Re- 


wards for Capture of 


Outlaw Leaders. 


HANKOW, China. May 19—</P)— 


Devastation of towns and country- 
side by 20,000 bandits, including 
several hundred women, was re- 
ported tonight in dispatches 'to the 
government from the border areas 
of Hupeh and Anhwei provinces. 


The region, long a battleground 


for outlaw and government armies, 
is being depopulated as harrassed 
natives flee to safer zones. 


A dispatch from Nanking to the 
military commander here said "the 
government has determined tp sup- 
press the red bandits, giving atten- 
tion to this peril before attempting 
to solve the south China insurrec- 
tion." 


Pouring Over Country. 


The bandits are pouring over the 
country in three hordes with semi- 
rnilitary organizations styling them- 
selves "red armies." 
They are 
armed with cannon, field guns and 
thousands of rifles. 


Military headquarters here said 
the government was making strenu- 
ous efforts 
to curb brigandage 


which was reducing people to beg- 
gary and causing populations of en- 
tire areas to migrate. 


Additional troops, said national- 


ist officers, were being sent to the 
despoiled area where yesterday the 
troops were said to hav fought one 
red army, capturing- numerous out- 
Jaws, including 100 women, and 
dispersing the remainder in flight. 


Public Aid Sought 
Seeking public assistance against 


bandits and communists Fho for 
many months have scourged sev- 
eral provinces of China, especially 
Honan and northern Hupeh, Na- 
tionalist Chairman Chiang Kai- 
Shek offered rewards to those as- 
sisting in capture of bandit chiefs. 
Chiang warned that anyone pro- 


tecting brigands would be liable to 
execution. Anyone hindering ac- 
tivities of government troops against 
outlaw forces, he said, not only 
would, be liable to death, but the 
entire populace - of the village in 
which the offender lived would be 
held responsible. 
The harsh order was due to the 


practice 
of peasants 
protecting 
outlaws because of threatened vio- 
lence by bandits. 
Fearing both bandit vengeance 
and government punishment, peas- 
ants are 
fleeing 
from 
infested 
areas, abandoning their property 
and life savings.

New Officers Wesley an Educational Council 


Agrees With Hoover On 


Benefits of Disarima- 


ment Conference. 


GENEVA, Switzerland. May 19— 
^—Denouncing the high tenfr sys- 
tem as the biggest contributor to 
the worlds economic crisis. Arthur 
Henderson, British foreign secre- 
tary, today called upor the pan- 
Suropean commission to adopt com- 
mon plan to save Europe from eco- 
nomic disaster. 


"We are faced with a great in- 
ternational dispute," he said, refer- I 
ring to the proposed Austro-German 
customs accord. "It is the first dis- 
pute of the great powers before the 
League of Nations." 


He proposed creation of a sub- 
committee to weigh all the projects 
suggested for general economic re- 
lief and to bring in a common plan 
in which al Ithe nations might en- 
gage. 


Agrees With Hoover. 


"I agree with President Hoover," 


said Henderson, "that success suc- 
cess of the general disarmament 
conference will be a great contribu- 
tion to world recovery. An atmos- 
phere of security, a freedom from 
the fear of war, is the first requisite 
for economic stability. 


"But tariff walls are the worst 


sinners against economic welfare. 
They are barriers to prosperity. Be- 
cause of them creditor nations de- 
mand gold of which there i« none, 
Instead of gods of which, there is 
abundance. 


"The debtor must be allowed to 
sell his goods If he is to pay his 
debte. This tariff system is under- 
mining the very foundation of our 
economic structure." 


"The waters of credit which 


should Inundate the Europen plains 
re dammed up in unproductive 
reservoirs." 


Urges Common Belief Plan. 


He expressed the wsih that the 


committee he suggested for draft- 
ing a common relief plan should be 
named today and should bring in 
its report tomorrow.
